Bishop Leo T. Maher, in his 
letter of July 29 to pastors, said 
that it may begin ‘‘as early as 
one month after the beginning of 
’ the new school year.’ 


All those who wish to have the 
option to receive in the hand will 
have opportunity to do so in this 
diocese by Nov. 27, according to 
the bishop’s letter.

Poorest ‘Parish’ in diocese where faith shines in shed

VISTA—They are Christ’s poor. More ‘than 100 
farmworkers crowded into a packing shed on a week night to 
praise, worship and receive their. Lord.

With only a lantern and one, bulb powered by an 
unreliable generator, Father Michael Diehl, associate at St. 
Francis parish, celebrated mass on an altar made of packing 
crates. A picture of Our Lady of Guadalupe ‘‘enshrined”’ in 

_- another crate hung on the wall behind. And crates were the 
pews, too. Flashlights are on hand so the mass goes on if the 
generator fails. 


A BORDER PATROL helicopter with a searchlight flew 
overhead periodically and several faces under the roof 
turned as their eyes glanced upward. 


Father Diehl questioned his congregation on their faith. 
‘“And what should we study?”’ he asked in Spanish. From a 
farmworker came the reply in Spanish, ‘‘The word of God.’’ 


The priest and about 25 members of the Spanish-speaking 
charismatic prayer community at St. Francis conducted a 
‘Life in the Spirit seminar for the farmworkers in the shed 
during the two previous weeks with a mass celebrated after 
each of the six sessions. They gave each of the farmworkers 
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a Bible and a rosary. 


FATHER DIEHL heard confessions before each mass, 
and this particular time he listened for three hours. The 
““‘confessional’’ is his car, where the others can see but not 


hear what’s going on—an example for those who might be 


hesitant. 


The prayer leaders from St. Francis meet on a weekly 
basis in the shed with the farmworkers for a ““prayer and 
praise session’’, a mass and to continue helping the 
newly-formed Christian community grow. They give 
personal testimonies, talk about the faith and share 
scripture. : 


“Thad been celebrating mass for the farmworkers in the 
fields, but I knew this wasn’t sufficient,’’ said Father Diehl. 
“The Spanish-speaking prayer community at St. Francis 
was budding so I put this need before the group. They 
decided on the seminar. 


“IF WE GO OUT and just give them the mass it will 
become just an external ritual. But if we give them 
instruction then it gives more meaning to the mass for them. 
So we try to keep life pouring into them sacramentally and 
instructionally,’’ the priest explained. 


The farmworkers are pleased. About 10 made their first 
_ communion at the mass. The farm owner stops the packing 


and shipping on the nights the community gathers. 


Even though the farmworkers spend their days filling 
crates with produce, they eagerly receive the cases of fruit 
and bags of clothes—items they always need—the St. 
Francis people bring. Their only other source of food is a 
catering truck which sells rather expensive sandwiches and 
drinks. fi 


- AFTER GATHERING at their ‘‘parish center’’ they find 
their way back in the dark to their dwellings, many of which 
are caves or holes in the ground in the hills. Many are 
without mattresses or any other form of. bedding. 


But lifé was worse for many who left their families in 
Mexico, where they could earn only $1.25 for a day’s labor 
in the fields, Father Diehl said. Here they are earning about 
$2 an hour for nine hours a day, six days a week, he added! 

They mail the money home in fulfillment of their purpose 
for coming here. : 

LIVING UNDER such conditions in a foreign land, 
separated from their families, they have been able to find 
hope and solace in the mass brought to them by Father 
Diehl and acceptance, companionship, love and instruction 
in the faith from the St. Francis group.

Respect Life series—growing old 


Elderly do not forfeit their human rights 


Respect Life Sunday is Oct. 2. As a preparation, 
special articles on the subject will be published in 
place of Michael Newman’s regular column ‘‘A 
time to keep’’. This second in the series is on the 
increased number of the elderly and the basic 
human rights that are limited or denied them by 
societal attitudes. 


There is no question that the nation’s elderly 
‘population is on the increase. In the:year 1900 there 
were about 3.1 million Americans 65 or 
older—about 4 percent of the total population. In 
1950, the number was 12.3 million, or about 9 
percent. By the year 2000, according to Census 
Bureau Projections, the aged population will be 
11.5 percent of the total, and in 2030 it will be 17 
percent. 


The rising percentage of aged in the population is 
due not only to a decrease in the birth rate but also 
to improvements in‘nutrition, disease control, and 
medical technology. The mortality rate for all age 
groups has fallen. 


THERE IS A tendency to think of life in terms of 
progression through childhood and youth to 
adulthood—a plateau-like phase of maturity—fol- 
lowed by rapid physiological and psychological 
decline in the older years. But thinking of life as a 
“‘continuum’’ provides a more positive and 
optimistic model. - 


For aging, after all, is a natural biological 
process, not a disease. Aging is characterized by a 
slowing of the normal biological, psychological, and 
behavioral processes—but not necessarily by 
deterioration. While there is a higher incidence of 
illness, particularly of a chronic nature, among the 
aged, illness is by no means a part of the aging 
process for everyone. 


Development during childhood and youth does 
indeed lead to maturity, but maturity is an active, 
developmental process that extends, or should 
extend, into old-age. At every stage of life a person 
can develop new interests and new capabilities. 
Intellectual and emotional growth do not come to an 
abrupt halt or begin to atrophy at any particular 
age. 

THE BISHOPS of the United States in a 1975 
statement, ‘‘Society and the Aged: Toward 
Reconciliation,’’ noted that ‘‘The elderly do not 
forfeit their claim to basic human rights because 
they are old.’’ The bishops then enumerated basic 
rights that they said are often neglected or limited 
by societal attitudes—not by any _ inherent 
incapacity in the aged themselves. 


—The right to life is threatened by the social 
concept of unwantedness which paves the way for 
attempts at euthanasia. But the elderly have the 
right to a ‘‘new life’’ which includes ‘’education, 
recreation, companionship, honest human emo- 
tions, and spiritual care and comfort.’’ 


—The right to a decent income is denied the 


elderly by fixed pensions or inadequate Social . 


Security payments and by inflation. 


— The right to a job is often denied by mandatory 
retirement and the inability or unwillingness of our 
institutions to think of employment options. 


—The right to health care which meets the

special needs of the aged with dignity and a 
personal approach has not been realized. 


—The right. to eat is threatened when: older 
people cannot afford the rising cost of food and 
sometimes when they are unable to shop or utilize 
food in an economical way. 


—The right to a decent home is limited by the 
absence of economical housing, forcing many 
people to hold on to large houses that need repair 
and could be used better by younger families. 


_—The right to equal treatment is compromised 
because our society tends to think of older people as 
_a minority, as powerless, or as burdensome. Yet 
human dignity knows no barriers, and to the degree 
Hes it is compromised for any group, it is eroded 
or all. . 


More positive attitudes towards aging, more 
suitable government programs and an expansion of 


existing resources tailored to their needs would . 


certainly improve life for the elderly, But as in so 
many areas, the family is the basic resource and the 
most important social unit here too. Creating a 


social environment that supports family life will ’ 


unquestionably do the most good. 
As the bishops noted, in our efforts to reaffirm 


_ the value and dignity of our older brothers and 


sisters: ‘‘We are accepting our own humanity, our 
own link with past and future, and thereby, our link 
with the Creator.’’

There, but for God’‘s grace... 


We were talking...about the a- 
mount of emotional energy we 
habitually expend worrying over what 
people will think and say about things 
we do and say. 


It is probably true that most of us 
measure our failure or success by 
popular standards that have little to 
do with objective moral worth—per-. 
haps the demands of our peer group, a 
public image that seems desirable, 
some current convention. 


IN THIS Watergate era, we have 
more evidence than most of us would 
wish, of the days in which men will 
compromise their integrity for acclaim 


and power, or for affluence. Faced 


with one case after another ‘of 
financial double-dealing and moral 
hyprocrisy among so-called ‘‘public 
servants’’, one can only wonder about 
le kinds of values that motivate such 
ives. 


We can wonder too about those who 
hold the opinion that the major fault 
lies less in the action than in being 
“found out.’’ And about efforts to 

_influence public opinion and extract 
from ‘its sympathy some kind - of 


personal vindication! 


Yet no one can escape the 
awareness that it is not the verdict of 
public opinion but that of God which 
puts our actions into proper perspec- 
tive and shapes our destiny. No 
matter what other people may think of 
us, no matter how much they may 
acclaim or denigrate us, both our 
motives and our worth are blatantly 
clear when we view them in the light 
of his truth. 


IN ALL HONESTY, -few of us can 
afford to be too appalled by or 
condemnatory of these ‘‘public sin- 
ners’’. In our own way—however 
small or hidden—we are all tempted 
to ‘‘cover up’’ and appear better than 
we are. 

We all compromise our integrity to 
some degree or other in our need to be 
accepted and admired—or whatever 


stress it is that renders us vulnerable. 


How many times could we ‘‘kick 
ourselves’’ for succumbing to the 
immediacy of the moment in. some 
foolish, ill-considered reaction? 


And then, as_ that renowned 
scripture commentator William Bar- 


‘clay says, we may sacrifice honor for 
profit and principle for popularity, the 
lasting values for the transient easy 
gain. In short, all too often, we 
sacrifice eternity for the moment! 


ETERNITY CAN seem very remote, 
very ephemeral in the hustle and 
hassle of the ‘‘now.’’ There is always 
tomorrow to rectify the wrong we do 
today. : 

_ But, of course, lifé-is not like that. 
Tomorrows have a way of ending 
unexpectedly and without much 
warning — sometimes with no warning 
at all. Time has a way of revealing 
true values and exposing the false, 
and sooner or later we are faced with 
the eternal implications of the way we 
live our lives. 


| suppose that only a person who 
has learned to seek the good of others 
before his own and.Jearnt compassion 
and forgiveness is able to see things 
with God’s vision—or something 
approaching it. And such a person 
would probably be protected from 
many of the mistakes common to the 
rest of us. All those hasty subjective 
judgments! All those - impetuous 


forays into self-justification! All that 
egocentric infliction of pain and 
heartbreak, even on those we claim to 
love! 


IT IS EASY to form the habit of 
living from moment to moment in the 
accelerated pace of the modern world. 
It is not easy to*step back and fix our 
sights on the long range—the God 
view. Nor is it without threat. 


From where we stand, the ‘‘eter- 
nal’’” view would often seem to 
consign us to a life of loneliness and 
obscurity, without ambition or~ per- 
sonal fulfillment. But God has a way 
of blessing decisions made in his favor 
and working little miracles that 
contradict our fears. 


WE SHOULD, | think, be grateful 
to our much _ publicized ‘‘public 
sinners’’, if the spotlight cast so 
relentlessly on them strikes a glow by 
which we can see ourselves a little 
more clearly. 


To repeat the adage my grand- 
mother uttered whenever we spoke of 
someone else’s trouble, ‘‘There, but 
for the grace of God, go 1.’’

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The modern challenge 
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Spirituality flourishes. 
with education of adults

In the beginning all eucharists were home 
liturgies. Just as the first eucharist was in 
the Upper Room of a Jerusalem residence, 
so also were the eucharists that followed. 
The atmosphere reflected the simplicity of. 
the family gathering and the friendliness 


_associated with visiting at home. 


Some of the rituals, especially the 
blessings and prayers, were borrowed and 
adapted from the Jewish Passover meals. 
The discussion and explanation of the Bible, 
mounted in so intimate a setting, assured an 
application of the Word of God that was. 
bound to touch the lives of people so closely 
involved in the worship. 


BY THE FOURTH century, however, with 
the making Christianity an official religion of 
the empire, the liturgy gradually moved 
from home to a church, setting. The- state 
donated a multitude of public buildings 
known as basilicas (or law court buildings) 
for use as churches. 


The shift from the small, simple warmth of 
a hearthside to the imposing marbled 
churches influenced the shape of ritual, the 
attitude to Bible preaching and study and 
the religious training of potential converts as 
well as long-time Christians. 


From table to altar, informality to 
pageantry, low-keyed dialogue to formal 


_ preaching, family-style catechesis to what 


would be known as the adult catechumenate, 
the transfer set the style and tone of church 
worship for the centuries to come. 


PERTINENT TO our discussion.here was 
the prominent role of adult religious 
education (or catechesis, as it was called) in 
this period of the church Fathers. 


Reminiscent of what we used to call 
convert instructions, this catechesis was an 
elaborate mixture of instruction and ritual 
meant to prepare adults for full entrance and: 
membership in the church. We are fortunate 
enough to possess extensive accounts of the 
instruction given by such catechetical giants 
as Augustine, Ambrose and Cyril of 
Jerusalem. 


The very fact that the most extensive 
catechetical material available to us from 


those days deals with the instruction of — 
adults is an historical lesson for us today.’ 


The energies and imaginations of the church 
Fathers as catechists apparently concen- 


_trated mainly on adults. 


THIS IS NOT to imply that no religious 
instruction or formation of young folk 
existed, but that the published record 


indicates a priority of interest in the adult 
population, 


In our own time, the i issuing of fe rite for 
the adult catechumenate, reflecting so 
pointedly as it does, a similar catechesis 
from the fourth-century church, only serves 
to dramatize the historical parallel brougnt 
to your attention here. 


The actuarial tables ‘of our insurance 
companies predict that most people (barring 
acts of God) will live 50 years after their 21st 
birthday. This means that most of us can 


_ plan on being adults for over five decades. It 
-also implies that some kind of life-long 


religious education and spiritual develop- 
ment—on a planned and _ systematic 
basis—is more needed today than ever 
before. 


THIS DOES not exclude the present 
training and formation .of the young. ‘It 


rather wishes to include the training and. 
formation of the developing adult. In” 


borrowing a defense of this from church 
history, it may not be out of place to note 
that when adult catechesis flowered in the 
fourth-century. church, so also did spiritu- 
ality and theology. — 


The Age of the Fathers, as it was called, 
has yet to be-outranked in brilliance of 
expression, unbelievable consistency of 
excellence—not to mention a freshness of 
thought still immensely appealing 1,600 
years later. © 


If nothing else, this period of the church’s 
history marked a time when the most 
brilliant preachers and bishops were in touch 
with their adult population, so that the 
surviving record of their sermons and 


writings are filled with images’ and stories © 


reflecting the daily life of the people and how 
these experiences related to the presence 
and the will of God. > 


THE CORE OF their adult catechesis was 
the history of salvation as found in the Bible 
and the living church. They showed how the 
father of the Old Testament, the son of the 
New Testament and the Spirit of the living 
church constituted one creating, saving and 
loving God. 

This history, then, was more than a record 
of politics or cultural migrations; it was the 
story of how God showed his love for people 
and involved himself in their lives. 


In the sacraments, especially baptism, 


confirmation and eucharist, the adult could. 


directly experience this same Lord and open 
his or her, heart in faith, love, hope and 
commitment. Here is a faith story/history 
worthy of attention for adult -religious 
deyoapment as. well.

St. Augustine of Hippo 


One man’s search for 
identity and purpose 


By Father John J. Castelot 


_ The influence of St. Augustine on western, 
thought was dominant for almost a thousand 
years after his death in 430 A.D. Whether 
we realize it or not, it has an impact on our 
lives even today. : 


Such a man had to be an extraordinary 
human being, a powerful personality, a 
towering genius, and so he was. It\would be 
possible to write at least a dozen profiles of 
him from as many different angles. 


ONE INTERESTING angle is that of the 
confused young man in search of identity 
and finding it—the hard way. Such a view is 
reflected in a startling way in the lives of so 
many young people of our own day, even in 
point of detail. 


He was born Aurelius Augustine on Nov. 


13, 354-at Tagaste in Numidia (that would be - 


northeastern Algeria today). His father, 
Patricius, was a pagan; his mother, Monica, 
a devout Christian. 


The boy was not baptized but was enrolled 
as a catechumen, a candidate for baptism, 
and was brought up more or less as a 
Christian. Monica saw to that, but 
whatever Christian education he received 
apparently made little impression on him. 


HE WAS intellectually. precocious, but 
because of lack of funds, he had to drop out 
of school when he was 16. For the next year 


he just played around and proved that he — 


_ was not only pn Nas but also ieee 
precocious. 


Then he found a patron to finance hie 


continuing education; this gave him the 
opportunity to indulge both of his driving 


_ appetites, the intellectual and the sensual. 


- He had a serious and prolonged affair with a 
girl by whom he, at age 18, had a son. 

Deep down he was a serious student, 

passionately searching for truth, meaning, 


- identity. His readings in philosophy led him 


into another love affair, one with the ideal of 
wisdom. At the same time he felt a-call from 
Christ (Monica was praying her heart out). 


HE TRIED reading Scripture. but was 
repelled by its style; which he found childish 
compared with his philosophical fare. Then 
he discovered an exciting Oriental religion 
called Manichaeism, which promised him 
universal knowledge. 


That was for him! Of course it proved 
illusory, and after nine years he dropped it. 
During this time he had-been teaching for 
the most part at the capital city, Carthage. 


In 383 he went to Rome and taught for a 
year, then obtained an important professor- 
ship at Milan. This was a decisive turning 
point. 


THE BISHOP ‘of Milan at that time was — 


the learned and eloquent Ambrose, who had 


developed a Christian version of a current 
Greek philosophy known as Neoplatonism. 
Augustine listened to him avidly and learned 
from him, among other things, that there 
was much more to the Scriptures than their 


~ simple style suggested. 


Now he became a serious candidate for 
baptism; but still without any firm 
commitment. He was still searching. Monica 
arrived on the scene and insisted that he 
settle down and marry a nice girl—of her 
choosing. 3 


The first step was to send his son’s mother 
back to Africa; this must have been painful, 
at least for the girl, especially since the boy 
stayed with Augustine. However, the girl 
that Monica picked was two years below the 
legal age for marriage. He could not see 
himself waiting that long and found himself 
another mistress. 


EMBROILED IN a deep intellectual and 
emotional struggle, he could not yet bring 
himself to accept baptism. But during this 
time he did discover man’s — personal 
responsibility for evil, and this now turned 
from a purely philosophical question into an 


‘intimate personal problem. 


Convinced finally that ‘there was a 
spiritual side to his nature and that God 
existed apart from his own personal religious 
experience, his struggle with sensuality 
became agonizing. It was in reading St. Paul 
that he found an answer, specifically in the 
assurance of the grace of Christ which is. 
given us in our weakness. 


A particularly telling eeserionce Se 
hearing a voice which said. ‘‘Take and — 
read.’’ He picked up the Epistle to the 


Romans and his eyes fell upon the words of 
13:13-14.. They hit him like ‘a bolt of 
lightning. : 


IN AUGUST, 386, he gave up teaching 


and prospective marriage and went with 
some friends to an estate near Milan for 
prayer and study. The final.stages of 
conversion were gradual, at first intellectual 
and confused, but he was baptized at Milan 
together with his son dufing oo Easter Vigil 
of 387. 


For a while he lived with some friends and 
the ever present Monica. They decided to go 
back to Africa, but his mother died at Ostia, 
the port of Rome, as they were about to 
leave. So he stayed in Rome for a year, then 
went back home, sold everything and took 
up a sort of monastic life with some friends. 


Circumstances led to his being ordained a 
priest at Hippo. His fame spread and he was 


made bishop of the see. This began a long © 


career of preaching and writing which left an 
indelible mark on Christian civilization. 


He was revising all his writings when he 


‘died at the age of 76. The search was 


finished.

He didn‘t know or care 
how to write prudently

Nearly 50 years ago, the theologian Karl 
Adam wrote a small treatise which he 


entitled ‘‘St. Augustine. The Odyssey of His 


Soul.’’ The word ‘‘odyssey’’ will also very 
likely suggest itself to any reader of the 
autobiography of Father Hans _ Anscar 
Reinhold, or H.A.R., as he was more 
generally known during the several decades 
of his writing career before Vatican Il. 


It was given to few people to be so 
personally and often intimately involved in 


' the revolutionary ‘storms that changed the 


world and the church during his lifetime, 
from his birth in Hamburg, Germany, in 
1897, to his death in Pittsburgh in 1968. It 
was an adventure just to know him. 


HIS FRIEND W.H. Auden has written 
that H.A.R. was. “‘signally fortunate in his 
birthplace and in his parents.’’ Hamburg, 
due probably to its Hanseatic past, was in 
those days still characterized by a freedom of 
spirit and openness to the world which was 


the very .antithesis of the humorless and 
‘chauvinistic ethos of Prussia. 2 


And his Catholic parents as a matter of 


_ course exercised this freedom of spirit in 


regard to the excessive legalism of the 
church of their day. H.A.R. told proudly of 
his father refusing to kneel at mass-except 
during the elevation. 

His dedication to the cause of liturgical 


renewal received its first major impetus at 
the abbey of Maria Laach, where he spent a 


year, trying what he thought to be his 


vocation as a Benedictine monk. There he 


discovered the dialogue mass, and became a 
lifelong friend and disciple of the famous 
liturgist, Dom Odo Casel. 


IT WAS in the spirit of Casel that H.A.R. 


himself embraced the principle that “If a 


rubric doesn’t make sense, it is not 
obligatory’’: e.g. 
celebration of the Easter Vigil. 

His hatred of anti-Semitism, and his deep 


concern for every dimension of social justice, ~ 
were rooted not least of all in his experience 


of the Nazi evil. Forced to flee Germany in 
1935, he came to America in 1936, lectured 
in various colleges and was pastor in 
Sunnyside, Wash., from 1944 to 1956. 


Finally, after a misunderstanding with his 
bishop before the advent of ‘‘due process,”’ 
and suffering from Parkinson’s disease, he 
found haven during the last 10 years of his 
life under the episcopal protection and 
friendship of: Bishop Wright of Pittsburgh. 


IN HIS AUTOBIOGRAPHY, H.A.R. states 
that his founding of the Vernacular Society 
of America was his “‘only real contribution to 
the American liturgical movement.’’ To 
which the only poet reply ‘is “‘Non- 
sense.’ 


H. n R. as a writer sahecuitty in The 
Catholic Worker, Commonweal and Wor- 


ship, had an enthusiastic following equalled . 


by few others of his day. His ‘‘Timely 
Tracts’’ in Worship were without a doubt the 
cutting edge of the American liturgical 
movement from 1938, after the death of 


Virgil Michel, until 1953, when he insisted _ 


on resigning because, as he said, “1 am only 
preaching to those who are Aleey 


the Saturday morning . 


convinced.”’ 

And the edge was sharp: he fist didn’t 
know how -(or didn’t care) to write 
‘‘prudently.’” Upholders of legal and 
rubrical rectitude were ‘understandably 
upset; but the vision of many thousands 
were widened—and prepared for what 
Vatican Il finally sanctioned. 


PERHAPS MOST significantly, that vision 
included the whole of human life, leavened 
by the ‘‘reasonable service’ of liturgical 
worship. 


Just to read the titles ae the 178 ‘‘Timely 
Tracts’’-he contributed’ to Worship can still 
stir some embers of the excitement of those 
days:.Back to What?, Asking Rome, Trials of 
a Reader of Translations, Prudence and 
ees Decent Godless People, Liturgical 


Fascism, Open Wounds of The Mystical 
Body, etc. 


He also wrote six books all but one on 
facets of liturgical’ renewal. The one 
éxception was The Soul Afire, an anthology 
of mystical writings, which appeared in 
1944! Again H.A.R. had proved a prophet. 


AND THOUGH it is of the nature of a 
prophet’s life that it be troubled, Father 
Reinhold also had the compensatory gift of 
making profound and lasting friendships: 
with Odo Casel, Luigi Sturzo, Franz Doelger, 
Paul Tillich, Karl! Adam, Waldemar Gurian,, 


and other ‘‘greats’’ of his day—and equally - 


with many more not so well known, who 
were able to break through the reserve of his 
shyness, and find in him “‘a soul afire’’ who 
generously shared with them his love.

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Talking Point—profile of a preacher 


He strikes sparks from the pulpit 


By Father Vincent J. Nugent, CM 


Archbishop Sheen has been likened to Paul of 
Tarsus, Ambrose of Milan, Augustine of Hippo. The 
tribute paid is not merely to fervor and zeal, but 
principally to clarity, incisiveness and appeal. 


Some hint of his future evangelical role is revealed 
in an event of his early life. As a boy Fulton would 
make up little talks along spiritual lines. These he 
would learn by heart. 


LIKE EVERY proud mother in the company of 
relatives, she would ask her son to say his little 
piece. At these times he was all earnestness facing 
now ‘this part of his audience, now that, using 
gestures and facial expressions to get across his 
ideas. 


There was clear evidence of composure and power 
to command attention that characterized his later life 
in preaching and lecturing. : 


His formal education began in America and was 
finished in Europe, particularly in Louvain, 
Belgium. A keen desire to probe and understand the 
philosophical currents basic to an understanding of 
the trends in modern thought was evident in his 
early writings. For this reason he was hailed as ‘‘the 
new Catholic philosopher of the age.’’ 


Now in his 83rd year, he has authored 62 books. 
For 22 years he preached to a national audience on 
NBC’s Catholic Hour. In 1952 he became a 
prime-time celebrity with his ‘‘Life ls Worth Living’ 
program on national television. y, 


AT THE SAME time, he carried out the arduous 
duties as National Director of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith, edited two magazines, . 
wrote two nationally-syndicated newspaper 
columns, and personally instructed thousands of 
souls interested in the Catholic church. 


His audience was, andito a great extent today, is 
worldwide and incalculable. Time permitting, he 
accepts invitations to. preach: in Europe, Asia, 
Oceania and Latin America. His voice has been 
carried to the-uttermost parts of the universe by 
radio, short-wave, television, films, cassettes and 
the. printed word. 


eas His. specific contribution. to evangelization in our - 


time he describes as ‘‘the Electronic Gospel.’’ He 
regards his daily mail, which is enormous, as a 
special form of apostolic work, which he performs 
eagerly. 

EARLY IN HIS career Archbishop Sheen began an 
intensive study of sacred scripture. His personal 
library attests to this. He encourages his audiences 
to read and reflect on the word of God and make use 
of sound commentaries to absorb the totality and 
depth of the divine message. 


His favorite commentary is the 30-volume work by 
a non-Catholic, William Barclay of Edinburgh, 
because he “reveals Christ rather than scholar- 
ship’’. 


His kinship with St. Paul is evident in the theme: 
“’The only knowledge | claimed to have was about 
Jesus, and only about him as the crucified Christ.’’ 
(1 Corinthians 2:2) 


THE TRAGEDY of our time, he contends, is 
divorce, and the greatest of all divorces. is that of 
Christ from his cross! Our. western world has 


divorced Christ from his cross, while Communism 


takes: up the cross without Christ. 


What meaning does he see in the cross? ‘‘It is the 
supreme example of sacrificial love, since Christ 
died for us. It also means the necessity of 
introducing self-discipline into our personal lives.’’

Archbishop Sheen uses gestures, facial expressions to make point 


immediately recognized, and people invariably 
quote to him some theme he developed and how 
deeply it affected their lives or of someone in their 
family. 

ONCE, WHILE he was on national television, he 
paused and smilingly said: ‘‘I feel it-is time that | 
pay tribute to my four writers—Matthew, Mark, 
Luke and John.” J 


How does Archbishop Sheen go about preparing 
talks, sermons, lectures? The process usually 
involves five steps. 


1. On his knees: For the past 58 years his first act 
each day is the Holy Hour before the tabernacle of 
the Lord. At home -in his private chapel, or 
travelling, contemplation is given top priority. It is in 
this environment that the initial development of a 
theme emerges. The priest, he maintains, who does 
not keep near the fires of the.tabernacle can strike no 
sparks from the pulpit! / 

2. Research: He is an omnivorous but selective 
reader. His apartment is a veritable library; his 
books are his friends. He thus keeps his finger on 
the pulse of intellectual and religious currents in 
America and throughout the world. Reading quickly 
and analytically, he marks key passages for use or 
comment. In this way he saturates himself with 
ideas and developments. 


3. His audience: Each talk is precious and 
personal. All his thinking is related to the particular 
group to whom he will speak. He starts with ‘‘people 
as they are’’ and relates to their problems and 
background. He will never confuse theology with 
sociology or psychology. The gospel today, he often

remarks, is too. often reduced in some quarters to 
psychological approaches, sociological counting and 
healing. 


4. Clarity: He proceeds to break down the 
abstract and make it as. clear as possible. He is 
impatient with those who quote a textbook definition 
over and over, or use terminology that confuses. If 
one is truly intellectual, he maintains, then one must 
be able to give examples of what he knows. We 
never understand anything, he contends, until we 
can give an example. 


5. Outline: His outline of a lecture, talk or sermon 
consists of a small library card on which he has 
written five or six words. He commits to memory the 
sequence of the words, and then proceeds to deliver 
a 45-50 minute discourse. This is his procedure in a 
TV studio, at a Eucharistic Congress, in cathedrals, 
or retreats. He never, never reads from a manuscript 
or notes. Humorously, he often says: Glory. be to 
God, if | can’t remember it, how can | expect them to 
remember it! 


Archbishop Sheen readily acknowledges his 
God-given gifts, natural and supernatural. The good 
Lord, he confesses, has opened up many doors and 
provided magy settings for his evangelization of the 
world. 


Only the mind which humbles itself before the 
truth it wishes to impart can pass that knowledge on 
fo other minds. This he learned from the Lord 
himself ‘‘who taught in simple parables and. homely 


“examples drawn from sheep and goats and lilies of 


the field, from patches on worn clothing and wine in 


new bottles.”’

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Bishop urges CSS 
to find ‘blueprint’ 


SAN BERNARDINO—Bi- 
shop Leo T. Maher said 
people can find a blueprint 
for the future in the memory 
of great prophets and Chris- 
tian lives when he addressed 
the 20th anniversary dinner 
of the Catholic Social Ser- 
vices, Sept. 16. 


The event was held at the 
National Orange Show 
Grounds and attended by 
about 300 persons. Jim Foy, 
editorial director of KNBC- 
TV Channel 40, Los Angeles, 
spoke, and Mrs. Maxine 
Diehl was chairman. 


“WHEN WE CONSIDER 
our faltering society, the 
darkness that fills people’s 
lives, they certainly need 
such a blueprint,’ the bishop 
commented. 


“Social workers should 


become not only healers and 


sustainers, but also guides... 
to point their people in a new 
direction and guide them into 
unknown territory,’’ he add- 
ed. 


Bishop Maher said social 
service should unite two 
aspects of the ministry as a 
profession. : 


“PROFESSION, AS WE 
conceive it today, suggests 
training, skill, expertise and 
a certain specialization,’’ he 


said. ‘‘But it also refers to 
professing, witnessing, pro- 
claiming, announcing.”’ 


The bishop said the pro- 
fessing side of the ministerial 
life of the social worker is 
deeply rooted in_ biblical 
heritage and requires forma- 
tion as well. 


‘*As we work to change the 
individual, it becomes clear 
that changing the “human 
heart and changing human 
society are not separate 
tasks, but are as intercon- 
nected as the two beams of 
the cross,’’ Bishop Maher 
said. 


IN THE AREA of guid- 
ance, the bishop said false 
walls and obstacles to growth 
‘must be broken down.

And 
the more.a religious knows, 
the greater her skills, the 
more she is liberated for 
action, he added. 

In urging more spirituality 
in ministry, the bishop said:

SAN YSIDRO—Along a- 
bout dusk most any evening, 
sour trumpet notes are heard 
floating throughout Villa Nu- 
eva, an apartment complex 
for low income families. _ 


But at other times, you can 
hear the more muted tones of 
the guitar, violin, -vihuelas 
and guitarron, and the blend 
of young voices on _ the 
evening air. 


THEY’RE ALL PART of 
“Operation Mariachi,’’ a 
project funded by the federal 
government and sponsored 
by the Augustinians to help 
the young Mexican-Ameri- 
cans retain some of their 
Mexican culture and impart 
it to others. 


“The project is only three 
weeks old and we have about 
50 boys and girls ages 12-18 
taking part,’ said Father 
John Blethen, OSA, execu-- 
tive director at Villa Nueva. 


Mario Munoz, a profes- 
sional mariachi, has been 
hired as a full-time in- 
structor. Father Blethen said 
most of the $10,400 in federal 
funds goes toward his salary. 
It is a one-year program. 


MUNOZ SAID HE holds 
classes for about 20 at a time, 
and concentrates on teaching 
‘‘one instrument at a time.’’ 


After they have learned 
more and become better, he 
will have the youngsters 
practice together with the 
several instruments in‘ use, 
Munoz said. 

“‘Teaching the youths one 
way to preserve the Mexican 
heritage,’’ said Father Ble- — 
then. ‘‘In time, we hope 
these young people will play 
and sing at special events, 
before the mayors of various 
cities, and to visiting digni- 
taries.”’ : 

MOST PROFICIENT AT 
this time are the guitar 
players, along with the 
vihuela and guitarron play- 
ers, according to Father 
Blethen. The violin and 
trumpet players are just 
beginning, he added. 


Father Blethen has asked 
for donations of instruments 
to help the youngsters. 
Guitars, violins, trumpets, 
vihuelas and guitarrons, all 
the instrumefits used by 
mariachis, are needed.
